The Correspondence of the
London Times on Difficulties.

j The Englishman who writes from Rich.
Uiond to the London limes for the edifica-
tion of John Ball, must occasion ally tell
some truths which are not very encour-
aging to the rebel sympathiser, - In his
letter under date of October 8tb, he thus
discourses on Lee's difficulties:

Your readers will understand, that in
such an attitude as is occupied by the
armies of Lee and Grant, the army which
takes the initiative and acts on the aggres-
sive had an immense advantage. Lee is
like a skillful d prize fighter, who
is fighting a big bully with two arms-stro- nger,

tsller, more active and keener-sight- ed

than himself. The most tempting
and prompting opportunities offer them-
selves to him every day. Hs cannot afford
to risk even twenty lives in a tentative oper-
ation. The fact of his great numerical in-
feriority to his enemy, and that he is
tethered down, and forced to keep always
a large portion of his army before Peters-burg- h,

are disadvantages equivalent to
the loss of an arm ty a prize fighter.
Grant on the other hand, has, in the eyes
of those who rightly survey the ground,
uch advantages as make it astonishing

that in the four months between th 12th
of June, when he crossed the James River,
aim mo proeeiib time, ce should have
made so little use of them.

It is almost impossible for Lee to know.
if Grant's demonstrations, whether they
threaten Richmond on tne extreme Feder-
al right or the Southside Railroad on the
extrame Federal left, are feints or realities.

"Murder Will Out."
A case ia now under examination in Al

bany, New York, which shows what tri-
vial circumstances lead to the detection of
the secret murderer. Owen Thompson, a
cattle dealer of New York, accustomed to
purchaso in the Albany Market tuualiv
crrriea oa hi person $4,000 or 85,000 on
ba vuiu there. Va the 16th or Septem
ber be had been engaged all day at West
Albany, but bad made no purchases. He
went out in the evening with a stranger to
look at some cattle that had come trom Sa-
ratoga, and wore placed in the most re-
mote pens in the market Next day at
sunrise he was found dying,his head broken
with a siung snot is supposed; his
money, $1,500, and a check for $3,200,
gone. Who had done the deed? Who
was the stranger that had taken Thompson
off to show him the cattle? A man with
a slouched hat had been seen with Thomp-
son.. He had bantered him about betting,
and offured to stake thousands upon Lin-
coln's election. Thompson offered to pot
up any amount on the other side. He
produced his wallet and it was
noticed the stranger stuck to him all day
after this.

One of the drovers, Genter, of Tribe's
Hill, recollected the man who had asked
him, "Didn't you keep bar somewhere?
Uavn v l seen you before? ' But though
the magistrates of Albany offered a reward
of $50o, and the drovers added $2,000 to
it there was no clue to the murderer. A
month afterward, as the drover Genter was
riding in the cars 1o SchEactady. he fell
into conversation with a paaaenger, who,
after a few briuf words, abruptly asked
him, "Haven't you kept bar somewheres?
